REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The preliminary amendment filed on 7/19/2006 has been considered in view of 
the specification and the drawings of this application with respect to the references of 
the record. Claims 1-10 have been considered in view of the references of the record. 
Claims 1 and 6 recite a rotating electric machine, a battery discharging operation, and a 
rotary shaft rotation operation. The references of the record taken alone or in 
combination fail to teach or suggest the structure and operation of:- - a rotating electric 
machine structured to have a forward direction and a reverse direction as a rotation 
direction of an output shaft, a maximum output in said reverse direction being smaller 
than the maximum output in said forward direction; a battery discharging during power 
running of said rotating electric machine and being charged during regenerative 
operation of said rotating electric machine voltage between terminals of said battery 
being increased while said battery is charged, and being decreased while said battery 
discharges; and a rotary shaft rotating in a direction allowing a vehicle to move forward 
in accordance with rotation of said output shaft in the forward direction - -. The 
references of the record fail to teach or suggest the rotating electric machine structure in 
terms of the function of the rotating electric machine with the battery charging and 
discharging functions as recited in the claims.
